The bottle which Colonel Swalm, 
United States consu l at Sou thampton, 
threw ov erboard one May day in 1903 
off Montev ideo, and which was picked 
np on the Doneg al coast a short time 
ag o, mu st hav e had some strang e 
ex periences du ring its solitary v oy ag ­ 
ing of 600 day s, say s Pearson's Week­ 
ly , bu t there are many seafaring bot­ 
tles which hav e had ev en more re­ 
markable wandering s than this which 
has ex cited so mu ch interest. 
Ev ery y ear, for se%’eral y ears past, 
hu ndreds of bottles hav e been thrown 
ov erboard from v essels of all kinds 
and nationalities with the object of 
testing the direction and streng th of 
the cou ntless cu rrents which flow like 
BO many dev iou s riv ers throu g h the 
seas. 
Before each bottle is dispatch­ 
ed on its u nknown Jou rney the skip­ 
per. who thu s does marine science 
g ood serv ice, places in It a note of the 
ex act place whence it is dispatched, 
w ith the date, and also a printed note 
In half a dozen lang u ag es asking the 
person who may pick it u p to report 
to the hy drog raphic bu reau at W ash-1 
ing ton the time and whereabou ts of 
its recov ery . 
Thu s each messeng er, 
with its secu rely 
corked 
contents, 
fares forth on its v oy ag e of ocean 
su rv ey , and by its wandering s maps 
the cu rrents of the oceans. 
And what sing u lar v oy ag es some of 
these solitary seafarers hav e had! 
Of two bottles thrown ov er in mid­ 
ocean at the same time one was picked 
u p on the coast of Dav onshire, while 
the other drifted to far-away Florida, 
each being cau g ht by a different cu r­ 
rent and drifting thou sands of miles 
away from its fellow. In cu riou s con­ 
trast was the wandering of three bot­ 
tles thrown ov erboard from the Dag o 
500 miles east of Newfou ndland, and 
all recov ered du ring the same week 
within a short distance of each other, 
after drifting 1.200 miles to tlfe He­ 
brides. 
Another bottle was started on its 
jou rney from the Natl u s, close to the 
Canary Islands. Trav ersing the g reat 
tropical ocean in the trade wind belt, 
it went cou rsing along between the 
islands of the Windward Grou p, across 
the Caribbean Sea, 
to the coast of 
Belize, 
almost 
within the Mex ican 
Gu lf. For 496 day s it thu s pu rsu ed its 
solitary way . before it was stranded 
and rescu ed, 
hav ing 
cov ered 4,7 00 
miles at an av erag e speed of n^ rly 
ten miles a day . 
Ev en this remark­ 
able record of trav el was eclipsed by 
a bottle which was thrown u p by the 
sea at Shetland a few y ears ag o, and 
of which a trag ic story is told. 
On October 11, 189 0, the captain of 
the ship Bu cking ham was mu rdered 
by a coolie off the 
Shetland coast. 
Unable to 
attract 
attention from 
shore, the 
mate 
proceeded on the 
v oy ag e to -.ew York, where the mu r­ 
derer was g iv en into 
cu stody , and 
from there to the Bermu das, where he 
wrote an accou nt of the trag edy and 
committed it to the sea. 
By a most 
sing u lar coincidence this bottle Wj^.^ 
Its trag ic messag e was carried by the 
sea cu rrents back from the Bermu ­ 
das to Shetland, nearly 5,000 miles 
away ; and two and a haif y ears later 
was rescu ed almost on the v ery spot 
where the mu rder which it recorddd 
was committed. 
For nearly three y ears another bot­ 
tle was roaming ov er the seas before 
it came to its rek. 
On September 1 
it was pitched ov erboard from the 
liremerhav en sev eral hu ndred miles 
east of Newfou ndland; it was carried 
into the sou thern edg e of the Gu lf 
'dream, drifted 
away 
bey ond the 
Azores, then, cu rv ing to the sou th­ 
west eff the co BSt of Africa, it crossed
